THE ANN ARBOR MILK SUPPLY

We have just passed through a
epidemic of typhoid fever. Since

the origin of this epidemic was traced
to a certain dairy, I have been asked
to give a somewhat detailed report of
the work that the board of health of
th's city has been doing in the pat.
ind what steps should Ih taken to
avoid a similar epidemic in the future.

In 1909, Dr. James Breaky, then
health officers, took the first forward
stip in our system by fitting up a
la!.o.".tory in his own office and em-

ploying a trained analyst. Frequent
j i osetutions and elimination of the
noop'st milk improved conditions, but
the rapid growth of the. city increased
the demand for milk to the extent that
we were compelled to admit grades
that under other circumstances we
would have eliminated. Consequently
as late as 1912 we found samples run-

ning, from 2,000,000 to r.,000,000 bac-

teria per c. c. Of course the were
promptly eliminated.

We recommend for the future the
sale of but two grades of milk, pas-
teurized market milk and certified.
Closer inspection of all dairies with
especial attention to the certified pro-
ducers. We recommend frequent
medical examinations of all persons
having anything to do with certified
milk. We realize that there will be
some objection to this demand but we
are convinced that the public will now

support us in thU move. We are
a laboratory technique,

which promises to give, us more in-

formation as to the care before de-

livery. By this method we hop- - to
fissist the producer In finding out just
where he is at fault.

Until we have absolute methods of
testing the health of both man and
cow, aided by more economical and
safer methods of delivery, we are ob-

liged to resort to pasteurization! It
may be that some time in the future
the city will have a central station
where producers with the aid of im-

proved facilities will be enabled to
deliver their product as pure as it
came from the udder of a healthy
cow, and where ifaily tests will be
made possible, should this time come,
instead of a dozen wagons trailing up
and down every street, one deliver will
cover a division making delivery
quicker and more economical. This
is a viion of what may come at some
inrefinite time in the future.
